‘Reduction at Ottawa 
On Farm Implements’ 


A Heavy Increase is Proposed In 


| Income Taxation 


On Thursday Jast the Dominion 
| government submitted its tariff pro- 
|posals, which must be considered 
ifair to western farmers, who have 
been urging free tiade, which would 
be a dangerous move for Canada at 
lits present finaheial position with 
jits huge war debt. Following are 
,the chief features of the tariff pro- 
| posals: 

| The British preferential 5 per cent 
j war tariff is repealed and the 7 1-2 
| per cent war tariff is removed from 


| food stuffs, linen and cotton cloth- 
‘ing, boots and shoes, fur caps and 


jfur clothing, hats, caps, hoods and 
bonnets, gloves and mittens, collars 
and cuffs, hides, skins, leather har- 


iness and saddlery, agricultural im- 
plements, petroleum oils, mining 
machinery and bituminous coal.

There are also reductions from the 
| pre-war tariff including a sad aCtiOH| 
‘of five cents a pound in preferential, 
‘intermediate and general rate on 
coffee, and 8 cents on British-grown 
wheat, 
/flour and potatoes from countries 
that admit free these products from 
|Canada. Soda ash is reduced from | 
‘a preferential rate of 5 cents to one- 
fifth of a cent per pound, and from 
17 1-2 per cent general] tax to three- 
tenths of a cent. *
